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Eggs Escape Price Curb Despite Climb 


Outlook for Delay 
in Rate Hike Dim; 
Rails to Seek 15% 


WASHINGTON — Transportation 
authorities here say there is little 
chance that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will act on petitions and 
request to delay imposition of freight 
rate increases on sales of grain made 
prior to the recent interim rate boost 
granted the carriers. These trade 
sources say that the theory at ICC 
is that once a rate increase has been 
approved it is on the grounds that 
the prevailing rate was unreasonable, 
and for that reason it will not act to 
delay use of the new permitied 
tariffs by the roads. 

The grain shippers represented that 
under the present situation where 
they were unable to obtain boxcars 
it was impossible to fill their commit- 
ments which had been made on the 
basis of the rate prevailing at time 
of sale. 

That the present permission to in- 
crease freight rates is an interim 
one does not appear to alter this basic 
philosophy of ICC. Under the interim 
boost, the carriers are bound to re- 
fund the increases if they are not 
subsequently sustained by the ICC 
after a full hearing. 

The interim increase in freight 
rates is to take effect April 4, pend- 
ing hearings on the railroads’ re- 
quest for a permanent hike. 

The railroad industry filed a peti- 
tion with ICC March 28 asking to 
amend its original plea of Jan. 16 
for a 6% boost in freight rates to 
make the increase 15% instead. The 
15% boost is sought, the rails said, 
because of “continuing substantial 
rises in the cost of wages and mate- 
rials, supplies and fuel.” 

It was after a hearing on the re- 
quest for a 6% increase that ICC 
granted the interim boost of 2-4%. 


These will be collected while ICC 
holds extended hearings on the peti- 
tion for a permanent increase. 

Ray Cox, traffic manager for the 
American Dehydrators Assn., has filed 
a protest with ICC regarding the 
rate increases published by the rail- 
roads following approval of the in- 
terim rate raises. 

Mr. Cox said that under the ICC 
order no special alfalfa meal rate of 
less than 25¢ and no grain rate of 
less than 124%2¢ would be increased, 
but that the carriers in their pub- 
lished rates “had ignored this speci- 
fic provision.” 


MARCH ADVANCE BRINGS PRICE

The transaction has not been and 
will not be closed pending review of 
the proper government authorities in 
Washington.

Feed Industry Advisory Group 
Named to Consult with USDA 


WASHINGTON—Charles F. Bran- 
nan, secretary of agriculture, has an- 
nounced the membership of the feed 
industry advisory committee which 
will consult with the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on special proo- 
lems arising from the defense pro- 
gram. 

The committee, made up of rep- 
resentatives of the feed industry, will 
be under the chairmanship of Wil- 
liam McArthur, deputy director of 
the grain branch of the Production 
and Marketing Administration. James 
W. Browning of the grain branch 
will serve as vice-chairman of the 
committee. The meetings, the first of 
which will be held in the near future, 
will be called by the chairman. 


The committee will advise on ma- 
terials and facilities needed by the 
feed industry to meet civilian and 
military requirements. It will con- 
sider problems of processing, han- 
dling and marketing, and assist in 
supplying information and recom- 
mendations to the department in con- 
nection with the preparation of pos- 
sible orders affecting the feed in- 
dustry.

WASHINGTON—Eggs will miss 
the fever zone of price controls this 
month, according to U.S. Department 
of Agriculture poultry branch offi- 
cials, despite the March price bulge 
in that commodity. This statement 
was affirmed by officials at the Of- 
fice of Price Stabilization who had 
access to preliminary reports from 
the price reporting board of USDA. 

According to the best guesses of 
these officials eggs hit approximately 
98-99% of parity during the March 
period up to March 15. USDA officials 
say that eggs have dropped in price 
on a national basis by nearly 4¢ doz. 
since that time and do not reflect 
parity now—one of the levels at 
which OPS could impose price ceil- 
ings at all levels of distribution, in- 
cluding producers. 

Lacking the official government re- 
port on prices, the general hunch is 
that eggs barely missed the parity 
zone which would have brought them 
under price control in March. This 
means to government experts that 
eggs can stay outside the price con- 
trol orbit until June at the earliest. 

USDA officials say that an upturn 
in egg production is indicated on the 
basis of the last hatchery report, but 
the government men are unwilling to 
forecast the trend either to broilers 
or farm flock replacements. Recent 
high prices for eggs may have influ- 
enced farmers to buy chicks for farm 
flocks, yet the current demand for 
broilers may be the predominant fac- 
tor. USDA economists refuse to pre- 
dict the intentions of farmers now 
and say that no one can tell accur- 
ately until the June report on poul- 
try is issued. They agree that the 
farmers’ intentions report of March 
15 is meaningless. 

If eggs had hit the parity ceiling 
price in March egg prices would have 
been frozen at all levels, from the pro- 
ducers through handlers, processors 
and the distributive trades without 
any further permission of a pass- 
through at parity. 

At USDA and OPS there is a 
strong feeling that the egg price will 
recede between now and June. OPS 
does not have an egg price order 
ready. If eggs broke through the 
price control level now it would be 
necessary to assemble an OPS and 
USDA committee quickly to write 
an order. 

OPS reports reveal that hatchery 
orders in the northwest indicate that 
flock replacements were attracted by 
the recent bulge in egg prices. In 
other areas of the nation the heavy 
hatchery bookings indicate an expan- 
sion of broiler production. 

USDA has named an industry ad-

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Telling the Feeders 


ROBABLY no development in animal and poultry nutrition became so 

well known in so short a time as has the APF-Vitamin B,,;—antibiotic 
story. The Animal Protein Factor received a lot of publicity quickly, all the 
way from the research laboratory and experiment station to the farm. 
Since the APF term was abandoned in favor of Vitamin Bs and antibiotic 
feed supplements, this sequel, too, is penetrating rapidly into the conscious- 
ness. of feeders. 

One of the reasons for this, of course, is that the story itself is sensa- 
tional and the findings are of such far reaching value. Another is that the 
men who did the research have been quicker in releasing it and franker 
in recommending use of the products than is often the case. A third cause 
is that the feed manufacturers were in a position to incorporate the products 
immediately into their formulas, and through their sales and dealer organiza- 
tions and their advertising get the message to the feeders. 

Another factor, and an important one, we think, is that great progress 
has been made in understanding of objectives and mutual confidence between 
feed manufacturers and research personnel. This relationship has undergone 
a revolution in the past dozen years, to the credit of both groups and to the 
great benefit of feeders. Such an example of cooperation between research 
and experiment station men and the formula feed industry simply would 
not have been possible as long as 15 years ago. Here, in our opinion, lies 
one of the great forward steps taken in the field of animal and poultry 


nutrition.

NE of the excuses for commenting on this subject is that two of the 

leading farm magazines of the United States published feature articles 
on the antibiotics and Vitamin B» in their April issues. Successful Farming 
made its presentation through Dr. Elton Johnson, on the poultry angle, and 
Dr. Damon Catron and Dean Wolf, who told of the effect on hogs. All of 
these men are on the staff of Iowa State College and they have been among 
the leaders in practical research work, first on APF and later on B, and the 
antibiotics. They give excellent handling to the subject, as would be expected. 
The Country Gentleman article is written by Lawrence Galton, and it also 
presents the advantages of this new development in feeding in a highly 
sympathetic manner. 

Both magazines play up the “Wonder Drug” idea. The Successful Farming 
story is headed: “Latest on Wonder Drugs in Feed.” A subtitle says: “Flaky 
red and gold powders—less than a pinch of them in a ton of feed—now 
make animals grow like they never grew before. Why? Scientists frankly 
don't know, but we do know what the drugs do to speed gains, cut feed costs.” 

Country Gentleman uses the title: “Meat-Making ‘Wonder’ Drugs.” Its 
subhead is: “If you raise hogs or poultry for meat, the way a spoonful of 
antibiotic supplement puts extra-growth magic in a ton of feed may well 
be the most important news you'll read all year.”

S an illustration, the magazine displays a chart based on one farmer's 

experience in Pennsylvania, which shows that a group of 300 pigs started 
on an antibiotic at eight to nine weeks reached 200-lb. weights in 105 days at 
a feed cost of $20.68; a similar group not fed the antibiotic took 155 days 
to reach 200 lb. and the feed cost was $28.27. 

One of the impressive things, for a farm reader, about each of the articles 
is that most of the results cited are those obtained by farmers. The basic 
research findings are dealt with, but the experience of feeders gets) the prin- 
cipal emphasis. 

To quibble a bit, we think that both articles would have been improved 
from a practical standpoint if stronger emphasis had been given to the use 
of the products of the feed manufacturing industry. It is unchallenged that 
the mixing of the small amount of antibiotics required in a feed formula—and 
the maintaining of balance in other nutritional factors—requires extraordinary 
skill and equipment. There is a danger in not making this point unquestionably 
clear to feeders. The matter is mentioned in both articles, but it is played 
down rather than up. The Country Gentleman article dismisses it with this 
paragraph: 

“Incidentally, for the farmer who doesn’t ‘have top-notch mixing equip- 
ment capable of adequately dispersing such tiny amounts of supplement 
through a ton of feed, it’s best to buy fortified feed from a reputable manu- 
facturer.” 

Successful Farming says: 


“You can either buy a balanced supplement 


containing (antibiotics), or buy an antibiotic-vitamin premix and have it 
mixed with other essential ingredients to build a balanced ration. Don’t try 


to mix it with a scoop shovel. It’s too tricky a business for that.” 

Realistically, it would be almost an infinitesimal percentage of feeders 
who could mix these trace materials themselves and get the best use of them. 

But the main point is that such articles as these, addressed to such a 
wide audience of farmers, is one of the most stimulating things that ever 
has happened to the feed business. Added demand for formula feeds is being 
built. The antibiotics can be considered to be a growth factor for the feed 
industry as well as for hogs and poultry.

Northwestern Feed 
Sales Expand as 


Dealers Restock 


Sales of formula feed in the North- 
west improved for most manufactur- 
ers last week as dealers found it nec- 
essary to do considerable restocking 
of supplies. Pent-up demand from 
feeders in areas which were snow- 
bound in recent weeks apparently has 
resulted in a great improvement in 
retail sales. 

Transportation difficulties are not 
completely over, however. Many 
country roads are becoming impass- 
able because of the rapid thaw. Also 
the boxcar shortage continues to 
cause some headaches. 

Chick and turkey feed sales are 
improving steadily as hatcheries are 
moving out shipments of poults and 
chicks at a better rate. Dairy feed 
business is about steady, along with 
hog concentrate sales. 

March business was down consid- 
erably from a year ago and from 


The index of wholesale feed- 
stuffs prices for the country as 
a whole, compiled by the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Admin- 
istration, stood at 244.7 as of 
March 28, up 1 point for the 
week. The feed grain index was 
243.7, down 1 point from the 
previous week. 


February for most concerns, probab- 
ly the result of heavy ordering in 
January and February and the de- 
lays in transportation. There were 
exceptions, however, with some mills 
noting a sales expansion in March. 

Several plants are operating 24- 
hour schedules five or six days, with 
others running 18 hours a day. It ap- 
peared at the end of this week, how- 
ever, that not as much tonnage would 
be carried over for next week's oper- 
ations.

Demand for Formula 
Feed in Southwest 


Shows Improvement 


Formula feed demand gained mo- 
mentum in the Southwest this week. 
Most mills were able to report de- 
mand was improved from the slug- 
gish spots which were encountered 
during the earlier weeks of March. 
It is quite possible that interest in 
buying feed on the part of dealers 
and feeders was reaching the de- 
gree attained in February, but it 
probably will not be sufficient to boost 
total March volume above the pre- 
ceding month's total. 

Increased production of chick start- 
er was reported by most mills. Poul- 


try breeding rations were in good de- 


mand, and egg mashes were being 
manufactured in good volume though 
not as heavy as in other seasons of 
the year. Hog feed demand continued 
good, and sales by some plants were 
running as high as 50% above a 
year ago. 

Operations of plants in this area 
were at capacity this week, with con- 


siderable overtime needed in some 
instances. Numerous mills were 
scheduling Saturday runs and some 
work on Sunday might be necessary as 
well. Some mills scheduled additional 
hours for weekdays. Other plants 
were running at a normal five-day 
week. 

Prices for formula feed were most- 
ly unchanged, although the increased 
cost of millfeed caused advances of 
up to $1 ton on poultry items. Higher 
proteined feed was steady. 


Ohio Valley Feed 
Buying Better But 
Still Only Fair 


With the price structure for live- 
stock and poultry seemingly becoming 
more settled and consequently profit- 
able for feeders, demand for formula 
feeds in the Ohio Valley area showed 
some improvement this week, al- 
though still only fair. The over-all 
picture seems somewhat brighter than 
it has at any time during recent 
weeks, and manufacturers are hop- 
ing for a steady pickup in business 
during the spring season. 

Broiler and hog feeds continue to 
be in best demand, but the entire 
list could likewise move up in sales. 
Production is continuing at most 
plants at about 75% of capacity, with 
some plants currently reporting pro- 
duction at full capacities. 

With such a large percentage of the 
feed business in the Ohio Valley de- 
pendent upon truck deliveries, a pos- 
sible serious delivery problem may 
be developing because of the critical 
shortage of heavy-duty tires. While 
this problem is not an immediate one, 
it could well become serious before 
many weeks, if truckers are unable to 
purchase tire replacements, a situa- 
tion that seems likely in view of pres- 
ent government curbs on rubber con- 
sumption. 


Spring Weather 
in Pacific N.W. 
Helps Retail Trade 


Hatcheries in the Pacific North- 
west report that their spring business 
is very good, although most of the 
demand is for chicks for broiler es- 
tablishments rather than for laying 
bird stock. One large hatchery re- 
ported that it could sell several 
thousand more chicks a week than 
it is able to supply, a situation that 
has not confronted it for several 
years. 

Clearing and warmer weather has 
substantially increased business ac- 
tivity at the retail level, and a very 
good business in seed, fertilizer and 
garden supplies is being done by re- 
tail stores. 

Feed mills are more interested in 
running down their present inven- 
tories than in making new commit- 
ments, and they do not feel there is 
anything in the near future to in- 
fluence business one way or the other. 
Most of them are satisfied to sit 
on the sidelines and await develop- 
ments.

“Cotton Rush,” Other Factors 
May Cut Alfalfa Meal Supplies 


A big “cotton rush" is on in Cali- 
fornia, stimulated by the high prices 
being paid for this commodity. 

The importance of this development 
to the feed trade is what it is doing 
to alfalfa acreage. Plowing up of al- 
falfa land for cotton planting in Cali- 
fornia and some southern states could 
lead to shortages of alfalfa meal later 
this year. 

Some skeptics also say that a simi- 
lar switch from alfalfa to corn may 
be made in the Midwest, encouraged 
by hefty government loans for corn 
and the threat of a serious cutworm 
invasion, already a problem in some 
areas. 

A preliminary government esti- 
mate places California's 1951 alfalfa 
acreage at 899,000, 15% less than the 
1,058,000 planted last year. 


Some observers, however, believe 
that this 1951 estimate is too high. 
Up-to-date official cotton acreage 
estimates are not available, but pri- 
vate forecasters say that this year’s 
acreage will likely hit 1,200,000. This 
would be almost double the 614,000 
total for last year. : 

May Lose 300,000 Acres 

Observers calculate that as much 
as 50% of the increased cotton acre- 
age will come out of alfalfa land— 
about 300,000 acres, in contrast with 
the 159,000-acre drop from last year 
indicated by the government esti- 
mate. 

The expected smaller supplies, 
coupled with enlarged demand for 
feeding in California, indicate that 
the usual movement of California

meal to the Midwest will be sharply 
curtailed. Normally, considerable ton- 
nage moves east, chiefly for blend- 
ing. 

The production outlook in other 
areas has not been surveyed exten- 
sively, but some cutback in alfalfa 
is indicated in Texas and the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. In one Mississippi Val- 
ley area only one drum will be op- 
erating this year where 14 were a 
year ago. 

A dehydrator describes the Cali- 
fornia situation like this: “Everyone 
out here is growing cotton—lawyers, 
doctors, shoe clerks, mechanics. Ev- 
erybody who has a few bucks and can 
beg, borrow or steal land and equip- 
ment and get financed at the bank is 
getting into the act.” 


High Rents Paid 


Fabulous rents are being paid for 
cotton land, in some cases as high 
as $145 an acre. Some banks, it is 
reported, have had to tighten up their 
credit policies. One now requires that 
a borrower must have a mechanical 
cotton picker—at least one machine— 
if he intends to grow 100 acres or 
more. 

The big scare is that the cotton 
will not get picked, and ginners are 
worried about whether their capacity 
can handle the crop. 

Meanwhile, alfalfa meal trade is 
just slogging along in most sections 
of the country, with old crop sup- 
plies slowly being cleaned up. 

Although offerings of California 
dehydrated alfalfa meal have become 
rather limited in the Southwest in 
the past month or so, there has been 


very little change in price. Trading 
activity has been more or less stale- 
mated by the inability of the Califor- 
nia and Arizona processor to earn a 
sufficient margin over his hay costs 
due to the reduced acreage in that 
area. On the other hand, midwestern 
blenders cannot afford to use: Cali- 
fornia meal for their blending opera- 
tions at any higher price level than 
their current bids indicate. 

In many instances there is a thin 
line between profit and loss for blend- 
ers when mixing California meal of 
150,000 units of vitamin A with local 
production of lesser A content out of 
storage. The current market for such 
offerings—the resulting blend is meal 
of 100,000 units of vitamin A guar- 
anteed on arrival—is $65 sacked, Kan- 
sas City. 

Alfalfa prices, meanwhile, are 
strong in California. Cattle numbers 
there are about 20% above 1950 
Large amounts of old crop hay moved 
to Texas, and cattle continue to move 
in for feeding. Aphis damage is re- 
ported fairly heavy in the Imperial 
Valley, and much alfalfa has been 
cut to avoid further losses. 

A large number of dairy cattle is 
being fed in the Los Angeles area 
and elsewhere. Dairymen are antici- 
pating higher prices by buying for 
future requirements. Stocks of alfalfa 
in the hands of dairymen are by far 
the largest in recent years. 

Indicated higher prices and advanc- 
ing freight rates may keep enough 
California meal on hand for West 
Coast demand. However, some dis- 
ruptions seem probable in other feed- 
ing areas. 


OPS Action Expected on Price 
of Molasses; Subsidies Possible 


WASHINGTON—Office of Price 
Stabilization attention should be di- 
rected soon at the price problems 
facing the feed industry as far as 
molasses is concerned, trade sources 
reported to Feedstuffs this week. 

Currently molasses prices of im- 
porters are frozen at the price ceiling 
of the base period of the General 
Price Ceiling Regulation, Dec. 19- 
Jan. 25, 1951. 

For the feed industry suppliers this 
base period price is approximately 
26¢ gal. A competitive industry, the 
industrial distillers, has a base price 
landed in the U.S. for off-shore mo- 
lasses of approximately 20¢ gal. 

Shippers’ reports here indicate that 
the large eastern distillers have near- 
ly completed their operations from 
southwestern sorghums and now wait 
on deliveries of off-shore molasses for 
their further operations. 

It is disclosed that the eastern 
distillers are pressing OPS for issu- 
ance of the import price control reg- 
ulation which is said to order that 
all importers may take margins in 
dollars and cents over landed costs 
of the imported commodity. 


Ceiling on Blackstrap 

It is understood that industrial dis- 
tillers are pressing OPS to impose 
a price ceiling on blackstrap at ap- 
proximately the GCPR freeze price, 
which would give them an advantage 
in alcohol sales as compared with 
their costs on a grain basis. 

At the same time a fixed U.S. ceil- 
ing price for molasses would cut off 
the feed industry which is prepared 
to bid against the distillers for this 
commodity up to the recent price of 
26¢ gal., landed. 

The molasses problem may fall into 
a government subsidy situation. Mo- 
lasses represents off-shore crop from 
Cuba; off-shore from Puerto Rico and 


Hawaii and domestic cane and beet 
sugar and citrus molasses. The equal- 
ization of the prices of these products 
may force the government into a sub- 
sidy arrangement whereby the net 
price to all users may be the same. 

The reasoning of the feed indus- 
try is that too low an OPS ceiling 
price may give the industrial distil- 
lers an edge to bid for the large Cu- 
ban blackstrap crop and deprive the 
feed industry of access to the supply 
of this important ingredient. 

This problem is pressing and prob- 
ably will see a test of the crisis 
this coming week. 

Walter C. Berger, president of the 
American Feed Manufacturers Assn., 
plans to consult with government 
officials here this coming week.

Plans for National

MILWAUKEE—tThe Michigan As- 
sociated Feed Men, in cooperation 
with Michigan State College, are 
making tentative plans for an educa- 
tional exhibit at the National Feed 
Industry Show which will demon- 
strate to sons of feed dealers and 
manufacturers the challenge of the 
growing feed business.

Grain sorghums and kobe lespedeza 
seed, March 31; wheat, oats, barley, 
rye, flaxseed (except in Texas, Cali- 
fornia and Arizona), dry edible beans, 
rice and hay, pasture and range grass 
seed (except buffalo grass), all April 
30; soybeans, May 31; corn, July 31; 
buffalo grass seed, Sept. 30 maturity 
date, Oct. 1 final repayment date. 

Warehouse receipts for these com- 
modities under warehouse loans re- 
maining unredeemed on the above 


| dates will be taken over by CCC on 
| those dates. Settlement with the pro- 


ducers will be made at the higher of: 
(1) the loan value plus interest and 
charges, or (2) the market value as 
of the close of the market on the 
final date of repayment. 

If the market value as of the close 
of the market on the final date for 
repayment is in excess of the loan 
value, plus interest and charges, the 
excess will be paid by CCC, but only 
producers are eligible to receive this 
payment. 

Producers who have warehouse 
storage loans may pay their notes 
before the maturity dates if they 
choose. They are urged to do so in 
those instances where current prices 
are above the loan price plus carry- 
ing charges. Producers desiring to 
redeem their warehouse loans must 
have funds placed in the mail on or 
before the final date for repayment. 

Department officials pointed out 
that the announcement applies only 
to warehouse loans and does not 
modify in any way the operations of 
the price support program for farm- 
stored commodities or those support- 
ed by purchase agreements. 


$40,000 OHIO FIRE 

SOUTH SOLON, OHIO—An eleva- 
tor owned by Opekasit, Inc., farm 
management firm near here, was de- 
stroyed by fire recently.

HEAVY FOREIGN DEMAND 
FOR U.S. WHEAT SEEN 


WASHINGTON—Sustained foreign 
demand for wheat is forecast by U.S. 
government experts despite the fact 
that within a very short time the 
slim wheat export balance of the U.S. 
under the International Wheat Agree- 
ment will be fulfilled. 

Economic Cooperation Administra- 
tion sources declare that barring 
some dislocation of transport it 
now appears that wheat exports from 
the U.S. this crop year will reach 
300 million bushels. 

In spite of heavy demands 
for U.S. wheat, trade circles are bear- 
ish on wheat prices, noting the prob- 
able large supply of old crop free 
wheat plus more optimistic outlook 
for the new winter wheat crop. On 


the basis of 300-million-bushel ex- 
ports through June 30, 1951, there 
would be an old crop carryover of 
between 405-415 million bushels, of 
which not more than 100 million 
would be in government hands. 

Any improvement in the interna- 
tional political situation would focus 
attention on anticipated heavy sup- 
plies of U.S. grain and increase the 
bearish outlook on the wheat market.

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Alfalfa Trading 
Light on Market 
at Kansas City 


With arrivals limited to only 12 
cars, trading in baled alfalfa at Kan- 
sas City was light during a recent 
period, according to the Production 
and Marketing Administration mar- 
ket news service. 

Demand displayed no decided im- 
provement during the week's period 
and the trade was not inconvenienced 
by the limited offerings. However, 
considerably more good quality type 
alfalfa could have been profitably 
placed. 

What little interest there was in 
the market was for occasional lots 
for immediate use. Weather condi- 
tions from now until new crop will 
largely govern baled alfalfa require- 
ments. 

Sales for the week ended March 26 
included two cars at $28, three at 
$27 and five at $26 ton. Nominal quo- 
tations by grade: No. 1 extra leafy 
$34 and up, No. 2 extra leafy $31.50@ 
33.50, No. 1 $29@31, No. 2 leafy 
$25.50@28.50, No. 2 $22@25, No. 3 
leafy $20@21.50, No. 3 $18@19.50, 
sample grade $14@17.50 ton. 

Remaining supplies of alfalfa in 
the Platte Valley of Nebraska were 
moving mostly to milling interests 
and local livestock feeders. Only sev- 
en cars of baled alfalfa and 43 cars 
of meal were reported out by rail 
from principal loading stations. First 
cutting and brown suncured sold at 
$10@12 ton, second and third of good 
quality and color, at $16@17 ton, 
with $6@7 additional for baling and 
loading. Fall-seeded alfalfa started to 
green up along with winter wheat 
and rye. Very little spring farming 
has been done since snow and cold 
weather have prevented extensive 
operations. Alfalfa seed is very svarce 
and high priced. More moisture is 
needed to prevent blowing in fields. 
The alfalfa meal market was some- 
what improved, with 17% dehydrated 
moving at $60@63 ton, f.o.b. loading 
points.

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Pointers on Profitable Inventory Management 


Big Turnover Doesn‘t Always Mean Big Profits; 
Feed Dealers Should Keep Elements of 
Financial Statement in Safe Ratio 


NVENTORY is probably the most 

important element in business 

operation, and yet, it is badly 
managed from a financial and oper- 
ational standpoint by many feed 
dealers. This is because effective in- 
ventory management is little under- 
stood. To get the proper “know-how” 
the dealer should appraise these three 
factors: inventory investment to cur- 
rent assets ratio, inventory invest- 
ment turn and item turn. 


By Arthur Roberts 


The financial statement or balance 
sheet holds the answer to the first 
factor, the ratio of inventory to cur- 
rent assets, cash, receivables and 
inventory. This ratio is obtained by 
dividing the inventory figure by the 
total current assets: 

Inventory investment ........ $ 8,000—1 

Current assets $24,000—3 

This shows a ratio of 1 to 3, inven- 
tory investment to current assets, 


or 334%. This ratio is an index to, 


and a check upen, an over-investment 
of current funds in stocks on hand. 
It enables the dealer to keep the 
elements on his financial statement 
in safe ratio to one another, to pro- 
vide a fluid financial set-up that 
operates like a well-built machine, 
all parts properly synchronized, no 
undue strain on any part causing in- 
efficient operation or a breakdown of 
the entire financial system.

able to bear a heavy investment in 
inventory, its balance sheet ratios 
may be in the safety zone and yet 
the inventory may be badly managed. 
The smaller the stock of merchandise 
a business can operate on and still 
meet customer demand, the smaller 
will be its requirements for working 
capital, the smaller the storage space 
needed to house it, the lower the 
expense of insuring the goods, the 
less the loss on inventory, the lower 
the overhead expense, the higher 
the profit, the more money there 
will be available to invest in modern- 
ization, sales promotion and other 
forms of business expansion. 


Turnover on Inventory Investment 
Thus, the dealer needs to utilize 
the second factor to size his stock 
properly. In addition to knowing the 
ratio of inventory investment to cur- 
rent assets he should know his turn- 
over on inventory investment to 
measure his efficiency in purchasing, 
handling and moving his stock to 
customers. Most dealers know about 
turnover and compute it annually. 
But they do not figure it right. Some 
dealers take the cost of goods sold 
during an accounting period, usually 
a year, and divide it by the inventory. 
This does not give the right turn. 
If stocks are lower than average 
at the end of the period, the turn 
will be too high, if stocks are higher 
than average, the turn will be too 
low. Some dealers improve this 
computation by adding the inventory 
at the beginning of the year to the 
inventory at the end of the year, 
dividing by two, and call this the 
average stock on hand. Then they 
divide this figure into the cost of 
the goods sold for the accounting 
period. This is not precise enough 
either. Here is the right way to 
figure the inventory turn. The figures 
are merely illustrative. 
Inventory beginning of year at cost $ 6,000 


On hand end of January at cost.... 4,000 
On hand end of February at cost.... 2,500 
On hand at end of March at cost.... 5,500 
On hand at end of April at cost .... 6,000 
On hand at end of May at cost ..... 7,000 
On hand at end of June at cost ..... 5,000 
On hand at end of July at cost ..... 5,500 
On hand at end of August at cost .. 4.500 


On hand at end of September at cost 5,000 
On hand at end of October at cost.. 5,800 
On hand at end of November at cost 4,200 
On hand at end of December at cost 4,000

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into yearly purchases, $20,000, the 
figures show turn of 4. The dealer 
should compare the average inven- 
tory and turnover from period to 
period to note the trend and any 
marked variance from the norm. 
The dealer, unless his stocks are 
very limited, cannot take inventory 
monthly. But he can get a monthly 
inventory figure correct enough to 


give him a satisfactory approxima- 

tion: 

Inventory beginning of year at cost. . $6,000 


Purchases during January .......... 1,000 

$7,000 
Sales during month at cost 3,000 
On hand end of January at cost... .$4,000 


This formula presumes that you 
cost your sales, either with a code on

method. If you do not cost your sales, 
you may deduct your average mark- 
up or margin from the selling prices 
and enter the result as “sales during 
the month at cost”. Check the ac- 
curacy of this computation with a 
physical inventory taken quarterly, 
semi-annually or annually and ad- 
just your records with the physical 
check. The valuation of the count is 
always the figure to enter in your 
books. 

By watching the ratio of inventory 
to current assets from period to 
period, also the turnover, the dealer 
can arrive at a satisfactory ratio 
and rate for his business. This in- 
formation will help him manage the 
movement and investment of in- 
ventory in the most profitable way. 
At different times of the year, de- 
pending largely upon business acti- 
vity and other factors that have an 
influence on sales, the inventory may 
fluctuate out of ratio. Nevertheless, 
the only way a dealer can get under- 
standing for future guidance is to

keep close tabs on the factors that 
underlie the operation of this impor- 
tant asset. 


Item Turnover 

So far two of these factors have 
been explored. But without considera- 
tion of the third factor the dealer 
could have a satisfactory investment 
in inventory and a satisfactory over- 
all turn and yet not make a maxi- 
mum profit on his sales. He should 
consider the item turn to determine 
the profitability of his operations. 

A stock control system provides 
the best medium to check on the 
profitableness of item turn. Profit- 
able items beget profitable business. 
Stock control polices the inventory 
and weeds out the shelf-warmers and 
unprofitable lines. The dollar spread 
or margin earned on each item sold 
during a period is the best yardstick 
of profit-productiveness. Few dealers 
keep adequate stock control records 
and herein lies the reason why one 
dealer with a_higher-than-average 
turn may make less money than an- 
other dealer with a lower-than-aver- 
age turn. 

Price level, margin, mark-up, mark- 
downs and sales volume touch the 
profitability of item turn. The dealer 
may get a turn of 4 on three differ- 
ent items and yet the dollar spread 
may differ on each item, the most 
profitable item may show twice as 
much dollar margin as the least 
profitable. Tables A, B, C and D 
will simplify understanding of this 
problem. The figures are illustrative 
and kept in the low brackets for 
simplicity. 

Contrary to some business coun- 
selors, there is no fixed turn that 
will produce most profitable results. 
The turn will differ with the business, 
the item and business conditions. The 
average turn as shown by the group 
studies is a guide, but not the sole 
answer to the problem. Find out 
your most profitable turn on different 
items or lines by means of adequate 
recordings and maintain it as long as 
it is profitable. 

Profitable turnover will vary from 
period to period so you must keep 
watching this figure continually. At 
one time you may turn an item or 
line five times and make money on 
it, at another time you may get 
a stockturn of 10 and lose money 
on it. 

In general, inventory is never too 
high if your working capital is in 
good shape and your profits are up 
to par. When working capital shrinks, 
when it becomes difficult to meet 
your obligations on time, when your 
profits drop below par, it is often be- 
cause your inventory is excessive. 
You have too much money tied up in 
it. You should liquidate it faster to

Feed grain 
prices declined sharply in the last 
half of 1948, when a record crop of 
feed grains was harvested. Prices of 
the feed grains were much lower in 
1948-49 and 1949-50 than in 1947-48, 
and were low relative to the high- 
protein feeds.

strong demand in 1949. Prices of ani- 
mal protein feeds and soybean oi] meal 
reached record levels in the summer 
of that year, then declined one third 
below that level by the middle of 1950. 

While this four-year period follow- 
ing World War II has been one of 
considerable instability in feed prices, 
it does offer the advantage of per- 
mitting comparisons with average 
prices that are close to the current 
levels. The current level of feed prices 
is more than double the level just 
before World War II. 

During the past year prices of most 
feeds have advanced considerably 
from postwar lows reached late in 
1949 or early in 1950. In general, feed 
prices are back up to about the aver- 
age of the postwar period, as is shown 
in Table 1.

siderably from the record high level 
reached in 1949, and in January, 1951, 
it was well below the four-year av- 
erage. 

Prices of distillers’ dried grains and 
gluten feed and meal, the production 
of which has been at a high level in 
recent months, were around 10% be- 
low the average. Prices of brewers’ 
dried grains, linseed oil meal, and 
peanut meal were slightly below aver- 
age, while tankage and meat scraps 
prices were a little above. Prices paid 
by farmers for poultry and dairy feeds 
and the index of prices paid by farm- 
ers for all feeds were fairly close to 
the postwar average. 


grains, reflecting the record supply 
this year, is low relative to the other 
feed grains. Prices of wheat millfeeds 
and hominy feed, important lower- 
protein by-product feeds, were near 
average, although wheat millfeeds, 
particularly wheat middlings, are rel- 
atively lower than hominy feed, corty 
or oats. 

Prices of the high-protein feeds in 
January were generally lower than 
the average of the past four years. 
The price of cottonseed oil meal, 
which is in relatively short supply 
this year, is a major exception. Cot- 
tonseed oil meal prices in January 
were about one third higher in Janu- 
ary, 1950, and 13% above the four-

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made on the basis of historic relation- 
ships between one feed and various 
other feeds. In the January-February, 
1950, issue of the Feed Situation, corn 
was taken as a basic feed and simple 
linear relationships were computed 
between average prices received by 
farmers for corn and prices of a num- 
ber of other commonly used feeds, by 
calendar years, during the period 
1926-49. The results of this study re- 
vealed a rather close association be- 


tween the price of corn and prices of 
feed grains and the lower-protein by- 
product feeds, but less association be- 
tween the price of corn and the high- 
protein feeds. 

Based on the relationships devel- 
oped in that study, and using the Jan. 
15 price of corn, $1.54 bu., prices of 
the other feed grains and the grain 
by-product feeds are computed and 
shown in Table 1.

corn, the actual price of oats was 10¢ 
bu. higher than the computed price, 
while sorghum grains were 25¢ a 100 
Ib. lower. Prices of the grain by-prod- 
ucts were fairly close to the comput- 
ed prices. 


Compared with Meal 

Since prices of the high-protein 
feeds and corn were not so closely as- 
sociated, computations have been 
made to determine the relationship 
of prices of high-protein feeds and 
soybean oil meal. The relationships 
between the price of soybean oil meal 
and nine other important protein 
feeds were developed by simple re- 
gression analyses in the same manner 
as those for corn and the low-protein 
feeds. A close association during the 
period 1930-49, omitting 1943-46, was 
found between soybean oil meal and 
most of the other high-protein feeds. 
There was less association between 
the prices of soybean oil meal and 
tankage, meat scraps and fish meal 
than between soybean oil meal and 
the other high-protein feeds, as shown 
in Table 2.

to the general association between 
the price of soybean oil meal and the 
other high-protein feeds are: (1) com- 
petition between these feeds in the 
market and (2) changes in demand 
which have a common effect on prices 
of all the feeds. The competition be- 
tween feeds has a tendency to give 
a higher degree of association be- 
tween feeds that can be more readily 
substituted in livestock rations than 
between feeds which are less similar 
in composition. The broad swings in 
national demand and the accompany- 
ing wide range of prices in the select- 
ed years contributed to the high co- 
efficients of determination obtained 
for some of the feeds. 

These broad changes in demand ap- 
pear to be the major factor in the 
association between the price of soy- 
bean oil meal and the prices of tank- 
age, meat scraps and fish meal. When 
the year-to-year changes in the price 
of soybean oil meal are correlated 
with the year-to-year changes in 
these three feeds, the degree of asso- 
ciation is much lower. See footnote 4 
Table 2. This type of comparison ma- 
terially reduces the influence of wide 
changes in demand over a period of 
years. The association between the 
changes in the price of soybean oil 
meal and the other high-protein feeds 
remained fairly high, although it was 
lower than the association between 
the actual prices. 

The January price of cottonseed oil 
meal was nearly $13 ton higher than 
the computed price based on this re- 
lationship, a little greater difference 
than is indicated by the four-year av- 
erage comparison. Prices of tankage 
and meat scraps are moderately high- 
er than the computed prices, while 
fish meal is somewhat lower. Prices 
of gluten feed, brewers dried grains, 
and distillers dried grains, which have 
lower-protein content than the other 
high-protein feeds, are computed both 
on the basis of the price of corn and 
of soybean oil meal. The January 
prices of these feeds are a little low- 
er than the computed prices based on 
soybean oil meal, but are close to the 
computed prices based on corn prices.

are compared with prices of the vari- 
ous other feeds, based on calendar 
year averages, and therefore do not 
allow for differences in the seasonal 
variation of the various feeds during 
the year. This factor should not be 
overlooked in considering the Janu- 
ary comparisons, although its impor- 
tance is reduced when the feeds are 
divided into two major groups (1) the 
lower-protein feeds and (2) the high- 
protein feeds. 

The price of corn is ordinarily rela- 
tively lower than oats and barley in 
January, since the marketing year 
for corn starts about three months 
later. The unseasonal rise in corn 
prices since last October, however, 
probably has reduced the seasonal 
difference in prices of these grains for 
January this year as compared with 
average. The seasonal patterns in 
prices of the by-product feeds are less 
regular and generally less pronounced 
than for the grains. The fact that 
most of the high-protein feeds have 
similar seasonal patterns reduces the 
need for seasonal adjustment between 
these feeds.

Including previous department esti- 
mates on the fall sown winter wheat 
crop, total wheat production this year

The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
report of this date fails to show any 
sign of what the cotton farmers wil] 
do. In this connection it is interest- 
ing to note a reliable report that 
in California cotton land is reported 
as leasing at $200 an acre, indicat- 
ing that the high price ceiling for 
cotton may bring back heavy produc- 
tion in the irrigated cotton area. 

It is too early to find any index of 
what the upland cotton farmer will 
do even with the high price ceiling. 
Informed cotton economy representa- 
tives say that cotton farmers would 
be better pleased with a 40¢ ceiling 
and a 37¢ support but at the same 
time they predict a 28 million acre 
cotton planting this coming crop year. 

The March 1 planting estimate is 
seen as bullish on feed grains and 
will dash cold water on the hopes of 
price control consultants here that 
rigid price restraints on these crops 
may be avoided through a heavy out- 
turn this year. One former Office of 
Price Administration official recently 
told Feedstuffs representatives that a 
4 billion bushel corn crop would end 
all signs of need for price controls on 
feed grains and would be a satisfac- 
tory backlog for this crop to meet 
export and domestic animal feeding 
requirements. According to the USDA 
estimate the mew corn crop will be 
only slightly over 3 billion bushels,

Squeeze on corn supplies for the ani- 
mal population is forecast. 

Likewise the soybean crop will fall 
sharply below that of last year as 
farmers intention of planting plus the 
expected harvest for beans indicate 
a new soybean crop of approximate- 
ly 233 million bushels with Illinois 
and Iowa accounting for a 900,000 
acre loss in bean production this year. 

For other feed grains indicated 
acreage and production is down seri- 
ously if the present rate of our ani- 
mal population is to be sustained, 
USDA officials say. In addition to the 
failure of farmers to meet the corn 
acreage goals, barley and sorghums 
for grain are off importantly from 
last year’s crop. On the basis of an 
acreage goal of 7.1 million for sor- 
ghums for grain, farmers now indi- 
cate a production slightly under that 
level, according to planting intentions. 

The 1951 barley acreage goal of 
13.2 million is falling short of gov- 
ernment recommendations by nearly 
2 million. 


Adjustments Seen 

The USDA in reporting farmers’ 
intentions as of March 1 sees some 
prospects of later adjustments to goal 
recommendations on the grounds that 
in many instances goal information 
was late in reaching farmers or that 
planting conditions were below nor- 
mal as of that date. 

Price-wise the indications are not 
encouraging to those who saw in an 
optimistic crop intention report a 
major check to further price control 
activities particularly since the grain 
markets have been steadily declining. 

It now appears that wheat is the 
sble reed on which the price control 
opponents can rest. A 3 billion bushel 
corn crop and a 233 billion bushel 
soybean crop is barely enough to meet 
animal feeding requirements unless 
there is a sharp liquidation in animals. 
One of the focal points of price con- 
trol is on meat animals and it was 
hoped that continued high levels of

While the March 1 intention re- 
port of farmers is little more than 
an index which can be changed later 
as farmers revise plans, it still must 
be construed as bullish on feed grains 
for the coming year until such time 
as more careful estimates of actual 
planting are received.

Mr. Garst's first service with the 
USDA began in 1933, when he en- 
tered the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration to assist in agricul- 
tural marketing agreement work. He 
remained with the AAA until 1935, 
when he went to the Resettlement 
Administration as assistant to the 
director. Later he became assistant 
director, then director of the western 
region, with headquarters in 


Berkeley, Cal. He left the depart- 
ment in 1942. 

Mr. Garst performed special as- 
signments for the Office of the Coor- 
dinator of Inter-American Affairs and 
the War Production Board regarding 
such matters as strategic materials. 
When these special assignments were 
completed, he returned to California 
where he purchased the farm he has 
operated until now. In addition to 
general farming, he has specialized 
in the production of hybrid seed corn.

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New Nebraska Feed 
Law Signed; Follows 
“Model” Pattern 


LINCOLN, NEB.—A new Nebras- 
ka feed bill has been passed by the 
state legislature and signed by Gov. 
Peterson. Patterned after the model 
feed bill recommended by the Asso- 
ciation of American Feed Control Of- 
ficials and the American Feed Manu- 
facturers Assn., the legislation was 
sponsored by the Nebraska Grain & 
Feed Dealers Assn. 

The bill provides for registration 
each calendar year of each brand or 
formula of commercial feed offered 
for sale in the state, at a fee of $2 
a brand or formula. In addition, an 
inspection fee of 10¢ ton is required. 
Payment of this fee will be on a 
reporting basis, on the last day of 
January and July each year, accom- 
panied by sworn statements of manu- 
facturers. Delay of 30 days in re- 
porting will cause a penalty of 20% 
to be assessed. Failure to pay or in- 
accurate reporting will cause cancel- 
lation of all registrations for the of- 
fender. 

The new law specifies that “fees so 
collected shall constitute a fund for 
the payment of the costs of inspec- 
tion, sampling, and analysis and oth- 
er expenses necessary for the admin- 
istration of the act.” When fees and 
charges are yielding more than is re- 
quired for the stated purposes, the 
Director of Agriculture and Inspec- 
tion is empowered to reduce them, 
with authorization also to restore 
them if the money is needed. A re- 
duction would have to be for one 
year, however. Money received will 
be segregated in the state treasury 
for carrying out provisions of the act. 

Labeling and registration informa- 
tion is specified in the law, and fol- 
lows generally the suggestions in the 
model feed bill.

Barley Is the ‘‘Canadian Corn,”’ - 
Saskatchewan Conference Hears 


WINNIPEG—Barley is the “Cana- 
dian corn” and is a good feed, stated 
E. W. Crampton, professor of nutri- 
tion, Macdonald College, Quebec, in 
a paper presented to the Canadian 
Barley and Oil Seeds Conference held 
in Saskatoon, Sask., recently. Barley 
is to the Canadian feeder what corn 


is to his American counterpart. De- 
spite all of the peculiarities of barley 
as defined, there is no evidence that 
Canadians are losers in this division 
of feedstuffs, the professor said. 

Dr. Crampton discussed barley ac- 
cording to the feed grades as they 
stand, of the tolerance within these

grades of grains other than barley. 
It is the other grains in the barley 
grades which make them differ in 
their feeling qualities. Oats tend to 
reduce and wheat to increase the 
useful energy of the mixture of 
grain. Therefore the type of diluent 
in the barley changes the feeding 
value of it and the use to which the 
grain can be put. 

As measured by the nutritional 
needs of animals, all barleys are de- 
ficient in salt, calcium, iron, iodine 
and cobalt, vitamins A and D, Dr.

There is no acceptable evidence 
that once animals are accustomed to 
it, pure barley is less acceptable 
than any other entire grain except- 
ing buckwheat. However, contamina- 
tion with bitter weed seeds will cause 
animals to eat it less readily, Dr. 
Crampton said. 


Oats Improves Carcass Grade 

In the feeding of hogs for market, 
the type of diluent in the barley is 
significant. This comes about because 
wheat in barley has a tendency to 
produce overfat carcasses whereas 
the presence of oats improves the 
carcass grade by restricting excess 
fattening, he said. 

“Barley feed,” the residue from the 
production of pot and pear! barley, 
should not be confused with barley 
meal, Dr. Crampton declared. It is 
of low feed value and its presence will 
lower the efficiency of the feed con- 
taining it both by dilution and by re- 
ducing the acceptability of the ration 
to the stock, he said. 

A paper prepared by Dr. Crampton 
and G. C. Ashton on oats vs. wheat 
as the “other grains” in feed barley 
with respect to the efficiency of the 
ration for hogs and their effect on 
bacon carcass characteristics was al- 
so presented. 

In the work done to determine the 
feeding value of light barley as com- 
pared with heavy barley, it was found 
that 24% more 40-lb. barley is need- 
ed to make the same gains on mar- 
ket hogs. Insofar as the gain of pigs 
is concerned, there was no significant 
difference found between domestic 
and wild oats, nor between plump 
and shrunken as diluents to the bar- 
ley, the paper stated. 

Experiments also showed that the 
introduction of wheat increases the 
efficiency of both light and heavy 
barley, particularly on a volume

basis. Oat diluents to light barley re- 
sult in a decrease of daily gain and 
in feed efficiency, but with heavy 
barley tends to improve gain. In both 
cases, the effect of the oats is less 
than that of wheat. 

The carcasses of the hogs in the 
experiments were graded by Do- 
minion Government hog graders and 
were examined in accordance with 
standards of the Swine Advanced 
Registry Board. The data seem to 
indicate that oats added to either 
light or to heavy barley improves 
the carcass for bacon. Wheat, on the 
other hand, has failed to alter the 
grade from that found with the bar- 
ley alone, the paper stated. 

Interesting information has been 
furnished on the make-up of barley 
as originally delivered to the country 
elevators by a study being made of 
Canadian coarse grains at Macdonald 
College. One hundred and eighty-four 
samples were taken and analysis of 
these indicated that no deliveries 
were likely to contain over 25% of 
either oats or wheat; and that no 
other grains were present in sig- 
nificant amounts. The weed seed and 
chaff content were uniformly low, the 
workers stated in the paper. 

That the establishment of cate- 
gories of relatively predictable feed- 
ing value would be desirable from 
the standpoint of users of the feed 
barley is as obvious as is the desira- 
bility of proper labeling of any other 
commodity, the paper stated. 

The segregation of barley-oat from 
barley-wheat combinations, and the 
establishment of relatively fixed ra- 
tios of barley to diluent grain would 
seem to be a practicable way of im- 
proving the present classification of 
feed barleys, the paper concluded.

Bal- 
lard’s distribution is related predom- 
inantly to a branch warehouse feed 
and flour operation, both retail and 
wholesale, with branches in some 27 
cities in the Southeast, including New 
Orleans, Tampa, Birmingham, Savan- 
nah, Memphis, Nashville, Atlanta, 
Louisville and other major cities. 

Pillsbury’s pattern of operation is 
through franchise dealers served by 
territory managers, in all parts of 
the country. 

The two feed operations will be con- 
ducted as separate Ballard and Pills- 
bury units within the Pillsbury na- 
tional framework and present person- 
nel will be retained, Mr. Hendrix said. 

Both companies have been in the 
feed business almost from their be- 
ginnings, when an early Pillsbury first 
introduced bran as feed and gave 
impetus to the new industry based on 
scientific feeding. Both Pillsbury and 
Ballard put emphasis on their for- 
mula feed operations about the same 
time with major expansion and rapid 
growth during the 1940's. 


Five Mills Added 

In 1940, Pillsbury added five large 
feed mills on the West Coast and in 
the intermountain area through the 
purchase of the Globe Grain & Mill- 
ing Co. of Los Angeles. Globe has 
since been operated separately as a 
division, the business has grown 
steadily, and in 1947 a large new feed 
mill was constructed in Los Angeles 

Pillsbury established a _ separate 
feed and soy division shortly after 
the acquisition of Globe Mills through 
the purchase of the Champion Mill- 
ing & Grain Co. of Clinton, where 
it located its headquarters. 

Existing feed plants at Minneapo- 
lis and Atchison, Kansas, then were 
integrated into a unified operation. 

Shortly after, the soybean expeller 
plant and feed mill of Standard Soy 
Mills of Centerville, Iowa, were pur- 
chased, a large new solvent extrac- 
tion soybean plant was erected at 
Clinton, and a large feed mill was 
built at Lima, Ohio.

During this same period of expan- 
sion and growth, Pillsbury entered 
the soybean oil refining business with 
a refinery at Clinton. A new grain 
elevator was added at Lima and grain 
storage and handling facilities were 
expanded at the various plants. 

“There's no business like the feed 
business,” Mr. Hendrix says. “I look 
on this present merger of Ballard & 
Ballard with Pillsbury as a real op- 
portunity to serve the South and as 
the culmination of 10 years of rapid 
continuous expansion of the feed in- 
dustry, and of Pillsbury.” 

Ballard & Ballard also operates 
a 5,400-sack flour mill at Louisville 
and biscuit plants at Denison, Texas, 
and Atlanta, Ga. The over-all transac- 
tion involves an amount in the neigh- 
borhood of $12 to $15 million.

Early Chick Hatchery Sales 
Spotty Outside Broiler Trade 


KANSAS CITY—Hatchery business 
so far this spring is very spotty, Don 
M. Turnbull, executive secretary of 
the International Baby Chick Assn., 
Kansas City, said this week. 

Reports of extremely heavy chick 
sales are not generally true, the 
hatchery association executive said, 
and are chiefly the result of active 
business in broiler chicks. Mr. Turn- 
bull said that as much as half of the 
total hatch of the industry this year 
may be for the broiler producers. 

Sales of chicks for farm flock re- 
placement are quite varied. Aggres- 
sive merchandisers among the hatch- 
erymen are completely sold up for 
nearby production, while others are 
doing only a mediocre trade right 
now, Mr. Turnbull declared. Although 
several factors are involved, the dif- 
ference in business is chiefly due to 
the sales effort exerted, he added. 

The IBCA official forecast that 
farm flock replacement sales this year 
will be about the same as last season 
and that broiler chick sales will be 
considerably larger. 


Baby chick prices are not under 
OPS ceilings, Mr. Turnbull empha- 
sized. Washington officials reversed 
themselves several times on this, but 
the latest and final ruling is that 
chicks are not covered by the ceiling 
order. Because of the confusion, 
some hatcherymen are not aware of 
this. 

Price levels are somewhat higher 
than a year ago throughout the 
hatchery industry. Early in the sea- 
son many operators announced prices 
on the same basis as last year, when 
it was expected that eggs would be 
lower. However, when egg prices dis- 
played unexpected strength, hatch- 
erymen had to advance their quota- 
tions on chicks, and currently the 
market is veraging 1@2¢ higher than 


| a year ago, Mr. Turnbull estimated. 


Egg prices are about 10¢ doz. higher. 
Although all of the market factors 
are not favorable, Mr. Turnbull pre- 
dicted that the hatcheryman this 
year will have a much better season 
than he did in 1950, a rather poor 
year for the industry as a whole. 


OPS Issues Price 
Order on Sales 
of CCC Commodities 


WASHINGTON — The Office of 
Price Stabilization has issued a sup- 
plemental regulation to the General 
Ceiling Price Regulation enabling the 
Commodity Credit Corp. to add carry- 
ing charges accrued since the price 
freeze to its ceiling price for farm 
commodities. 

Under the Agricultural Act of 1949, 
the CCC is generally prohibited from 
selling commodities at less than 105% 
of the prevailing support price plus 
reasonable carrying charges. 

The effect of GCPR was to freeze 
CCC sale prices at their base period 
levels, preventing the corporation 
from adding to its ceilings carrying 
charges accrued after the base pe- 
riod, OPS officials said. 

Supplementary Regulation 14 per- 
mits the corporation to sell commodi- 
ties at prices which may be the high- 
er of (1) the ceiling price applicable 
to sales of the commodity to the class 
of purchaser involved, or (2) the 
minimum sales price authorized by 
the Agricultural Act of 1949.

National Alfalfa 
Purchases Waldo 
Mills in Oklahoma 


LAMAR, COLO.—The Waldo Al- 
falfa Mills have been purchased by 
National Alfalfa Dehydrating & Mill- 
ing Co., according to an announce- 
ment by J. C. Hearn, president of the 
National company, and Neill B. Wal- 
do, long-time head of the Waldo com- 
pany. 

Mr. Waldo, one of the pioneers in 
the alfalfa milling business, owning 
mills and dehydrators at El Reno, 
Cherokee and Verden, Okla., has 
been an important factor in the de- 
hydration industry since its incep- 
tion. The mills and all other physi- 
cal assets of the Waldo company are 
included in the purchase by National. 
The mills hereafter will be operated 
as the Waldo Division of National 
Alfalfa. Mr. Waldo will act as gener- 
al manager of the Waldo Division 
and will continue in general charge 
of the operations of these three 
plants. Hayward Wright and Robert 
Waldo, formerly partners in the 
Waldo company, will continue to 
serve as sales manager and general 
superintendent respectively for these 
three plants. ‘ 


Other Additions 

In addition to the acquisition of the 
Waldo mills, National Alfalfa during 
the past six months has added a 
number of new plants at other loca- 
tions in various western states which 
will increase its production of dehy- 
drated alfalfa meal during the com- 
ing year by approximately 50% over 
last year’s capacity, Mr. Hearn stat- 
ed. This increase was made necessary 
by the rapidly mounting usage of de- 
hydrated alfalfa in cattle, sheep and 
hog feeding as well as in formula 
feeds, he said. 

National has also put on the mar- 
ket during the past year an alfalfa 
product sold under the trade name 
“Alfax,” consisting of dehydrated 
17% protein, 100,000 vitamin A al- 
falfa meal fortified with betaine. 

National Alfalfa also has completed 
a new extraction plant for removing 
pigments from alfalfa. These pig- 
ments include chlorophyll, xantho- 
phyll, carotene and phytol, as well as 
miscellaneous sterols and steroids. 
Completion of this plant and the en- 
try of National into the plant pig- 
ment field evoked the following com- 
ment from a long time executive of 
the company: 

“In the early days of the alfalfa 
milling business we ground only sun- 
cured alfalfa making a very coarse 
ground product for horse and mule 
feeds. Today's activities including de- 
hydration, automatic equipment, use 
of antioxidant, addition of betaine, 
extraction of chlorophyll and related 
products are certainly a far-cry from 
these early operations.”

SET PRICE SUPPORT PLAN 
FOR HAY, PASTURE SEED 


WASHINGTON — The Production 
and Marketing Administration has 
announced a price support program 
for 1951-crop hay, pasture, and range 
grass seed. The program is designed 
to encourage production to meet re- 
quirements for soil conserving crops 
during the next few years, officials 
said. Particular emphasis is put on 
the production of improved varieties 
of seed. 

The program is substantially the 
Same as the 1950 program except 


that some changes have been made 
in the list of seeds. Under the 1951 
program additional seeds include Cer- 
tified Slender wheatgrass, Certified 
Beardless wheatgrass, Certified 
Mountain Brome, Birdsfoot Trefoil 
and Kobe lespedeza. The seeds in- 
cluded are alfalfa, various kinds of 
clovers, lespedeza (except Korean), 
and a number of grasses. 

Price support will be offered only 
to producers and will range from 
3%2¢ lb. for common Sudan seed to 
$1.25 lb. for certified Ladino clover. 

Farm storage and warehouse stor- 
age loans and purchase agreements 
will be available to producers from 
time of harvest through Jan. 31, 1952.

about the same this year as last and 
the dairy feed business, as a whole, 
is down 15-20% from a year ago. 
This is largely due to culling of dairy 
herds which has been encouraged by 
current high prices for fresh meat. 
Mild weather continued in Oregon 
this week, and the formula feed busi- 
ness continued to show signs of fur- 
ther increases. Mills reported that 
the dealer-customer was buying free- 
ly and for immediate shipment. The 
poultry business especially seems to 
be good although the dairy business 
still continues at a slow pace. Along 
with their increased feed business, 
feed mills showed a tendency to step 
up their buying requirements for raw 
materials. Feed prices were steady. 
¥ 


Improved Poultry 
Feed Demand Noted 
in Central States 


Some improvement in the poultry 
and of the formula feed business is 
reported by central states mills. Big- 
gest volume is in laying mashes, 
with the hatching season in full swing. 
Chick starters are growing in vol- 
ume, and mills look for the peak of 
this class of trade in April or early 
May. The chick season is later than 
usual, due to the severe winter over 
large areas and some holding back 
by producers who have been trying to 
evaluate the’future labor situation. 

Broiler feeds continue to move well 
on strictly replacement basis, 
with feeders staying close to shore 
on future commitments. Easier prices 
the past few weeks have encouraged 
this lagging tendency. It generally 
takes a period of stable or firmer 
prices to bring in business after a 
market decline. Turkey feeds are 
starting to get under way. The poult 
season also is late this year. 

Hog and cattle rations continue in 
good demand. Mills are unable to 
evaluate the long range effects of 
the OPS announcement of curtailed 
slaughtering for the purpose of re- 
ducing the meat supply. If animals 
are to be held on farms, they must be 
fed. 

Dairy feed remains quiet as it has 
most of the winter. Herdsmen have 
utilized home grown grains and 
roughage to a large extent because 
of the narrow milk profits. 

Central states mills are averaging 
about five days a week production, 
but on about 75% capacity basis. 


Northeastern Sales 
Slow, Limited to 
Nearby Needs 


Formula feed demand in the north- 
eastern area this week showed no 
improvement over any preceding 
week for the past month. Mills were 
skimping along from day to day on 
production that was mostly limited 
to spot business. Their backlog of 
shipping directions has pretty well 
been caught up with. 

Dairy herds to a great extent are 
being fed on home grown grains, 
ground and mixed at the smaller cus- 
tom grinding mills in the country 
areas. These home grains are gradu- 
ally being used up, and it is then ex- 
pected business will be brighter for 
the formula feed dealer. Hatchery 
demand for starting feeds is very 
slow and not expected to pick up for 
some weeks yet. 

Car shortages continue to be a fac- 
tor with the mills, as well as the 
new minimum car loading order. For 
nearby points in the Northeast area 
trucks are being used to a greater 
extent to make shipments than be- 
fore the issuance of the minimum load 
order.
